CONTROL PLANS 
FOR FIRE ANTS 
ARE ORGANIZED 


W. A. RUFFIN 

API Extension Entomologist 

Before long, the weather will 
turn warm and imported fire 
ants will begin showing” up 
just like they did last year. 
‘Then many folks over the state 
will be saying, “What happen- 
ed to the government's pro- 
gram to get rid of fire ants?” 

Right here I would like to 
make a statement. It is my 
feeling that we Americans have 
reached a point where we 
would much rather let the 
government solve our problems 
than take the trouble of soly- 
ing them ourselves. AS your 
Extension entomologist, I want 
to tell you that we at Auburn 
have the responsibility of do- 
ing research to determine ways 
of controlling pests, and then 
relaying this information to 
you. And this is all we can do 
about the fire ant problem. 

Research workers at the API 
Experiment Station have pro 
ved that four pounds of chlor- 
dane, two pounds of dieldrain, 
or two pounds of heptachlor 
per acre will control fire ants 
for five or more years. These 
materials are effective when 
mixed with fertilizer and 
broadcast or when applied a- 
lone as granules. When applied 
in this manner, on individual 
farms, these insecticides are 
not a hazard to farm animals. 
However, we do not know for 
Sure what effect they have on 
bees, beneficial insects, birds, 
or fish. It is known that, if ap- 
plied over the area of a fish 
pond, these materials will kill 
the fish. 

The insecticide alone will 
cost about $4 per acre. Fall, 
‘Winter or early Spring are the 
best times to apply the mater- 
jal. ; 

Now, if you want the govern- 
ment to help kill your, ants. re- 
member that the law says state 
and federal monef must be 
spent for ‘control, supression, 
and eradication of the import- 
ed fire ant.” Eradicate, in 
simple language, means that all 
ants in a given area must be 
killed. To do this, farm land, 
woodlands, swamps, all the 
land, in other words, must be 
treated. Most farmers want to 
kill ants where the insects are 
causing trouble, but they don’t 
want to pay for treating wood- 
ed areas and waste lands. In- 
Gividual farms cannot be 
treated with the hope that this 
alone will eradicate fire ants. 
The men responsible for 
pending “fire ant money” are 
ing hard to the job cf e- 
radicating the insects. If you 
want their help, here’s how to 
get it. 

First, you and your neighbors 
get together and sign up 5000 
or more acres to be treated, 
Bach landowner must agree to 
I one-third of the cost of 
t ting his lands (about $1.25 
pr acre). Present the request 
for assistance to the county 
fire ant committee, who in 
turn will forward the request 
to the state committee. Then 
the state fire ant committee, 
with the advice of state and 
federal entomologists, will de- 
cide whether treating the area 
will help to “control, supress, 
and eradicate the ants.” If the 
committee rules in favor of 
helping eradicate fire ants on 
this land, the government will 
begin treating the area. 

There is only enough: money 
available in Alabama to treat 
an area of land equal to one 
average sized county. So if 
you want to kill ants on all the 
land you own, it would be wise 
to apply for assistance now.

The Chairman of the Coffee 
County ASC Committee, Lester 
Gunter, reports that most far- 
mers who wanted to take part 
in the 1958 Acreage Reserve of 
the Soil Bank, but could not 
file signed agreements because 
of fund limitations, will ap- 
parently be able to sign up at 
the county office in the near 
future, 

Both the Senate and House 
of Representatives have appro- 
ved a supplemental appropri- 
ation of 250 million dollars to 
provide for additional acreage 
reserve participation, This will 
bring the total to 7506 million 
dollars for the 1958 program. 
Because agreement on some 
detailed program provisions 
must still be reached in House- 
Senate’ conference, Congress- 
ional action on the supplemen- 
tal appropriation is not “yet 
complete. As soon as final act- 
ion is taken, the county com- 
mittee will get the ‘Go Ahead” 
for completing the signup. Pre- 
liminary steps have been taken 
by the State ASC Committee 
to prepare the way for imme- 
diate action when the supple- 
mental funds are authorized. 

In addition to farmers who 
have already filed signed a- 
freements, which were in gen- 
eral covered by the initial ap- 
propriation for the Acreage 
Reserve, other eligible farmers 
will be in position to take part 
in the enlarged pjrogram. 

These will include those 
whose names are on “waiting 
list” registers at the county of- 
fice, and possibly other where 
there’s evidence that they 
made an attempt to partici- 
pate during the signup period.

Gains during the year were 
made in all retail categorie 
except hardware and farm im- 
plements. Drug store sales led 
the advance with a gain of 10 
per cent in the dollar volume 
of sales 

Food store sales rose nearly 
9 per cent in 1957, closely fol- 
lowed by a 7 per cent rise in 
Sales by general stores with 
food and gas. In dollar volume 
these two categories increased 
their sales by $50 million dur- 
ing the year. 

Farm Dealers Down 

Other significant gains were 
made by gasoline service stat- 
ions, maintaining the trend of 
recent years, and by eating 
places. The decline in annual 
Sales reported by hardware 
and farm implement dealers 
reflects the decline in farm 
income. Bad weather brought 
a 23 per cent reduction in the 
value of the principal crops 
produced in Alabama and con- 
tributed Substantially to the 
decline in cash farm receipts. 
Automotive sales, the only cat- 
agory to show a loss a year ago, 
rose 3 per cent in 1957 but 
were still below the level set in 
1955.
